AMBUSH IN MALAYA 


The situation in Malaya is materially 
unchanged, it was learned in London 
yesterday. Operations are confined to 
patrol activity, except at Blanja, on 
the Perak River.

MOSCOW, Sunday.—‘‘ Moscow, the 
capital of the Soviet Union, and Tula, 
its armoury, have been freed from 
immediate 8 announced Moscow 
Radio to-day, in a review of the pro- 
gress made on all fronts during the 
period between December 19 and 2. 

“The enemy has been thrown back 
to a distance averaging 40 to 60 miles. 
Our advances on the northern sector of 
the front, in the Volokolamsk direc- 
tion, and in the southern sector, to 
the south-west of Tula, form wedges 
into the enemy-occupied territory. 

“In addition to the important towns 
recaptured during the week on the 
Moscow front, hundreds of large and 
small villages were also cleared of the 
enemy. „ 

„The German resistance is most 
stubborn on the Mojaisk and Maloya- 
roslavets sectors, and our advances to 
the north and south of this pari of the 
front have placed the enemy troops 
there in a dangerous position. 

“Evidence has been obtained that 
the Germans are becoming alive to this 
danger, and are beginning to withdraw 
from this sector. 

“On the southern and south-western 
fronts Russian forces have recaptured 
hundreds of villages. 

“The retreating Germans fought 
most stubbornly and threw the 
remnants of their troops into the fight- 
ing, regardless of losses, in their efforts 
to stem the Russian advance. —

BIG GERMAN LOSSES 


MOSCOW, Sunday — ss the

„The Germans, aware of the 
military importance of this small 
town, put up a stubborn fight, hurlin 
into action picked units—the 9th Tan 
Division, 16th Motorised Division and 
209th Infantry Division, he says. 
“But the Red Army troops dislodged 
them from the town and _ inflicted 
enormous losses, and, in one engage- 
ment alone, the enemy lost over 1,000 
officers and men. In another sector 
of this front Russian units in two 
days cleared the invaders from about 
100 populated places. Troops com- 
manded by Gorodnyansky were re- 
sponsible for the liberation of 24 
villages. During these operations they 
killed about 2, German officers and 
men. —(Reuter.) 


SOVIET MIDNIGHT 
COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Sunday — To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué said :— 

“During the day our troops fought 
the enemy on ronts. 

In a number of sectors of the front 
our troops continued to advance and 
occupied a number of localities. 

During Decemebr 28th four enemy 
‘planes were brought down in the 
vicinity of Moscow. 

“Eight German planes were brought 
down on December 27th. Our losses 
were three ‘planes.

“On December 27th our aircraft de- 
stroyed 45 German tanks, over 620 
motor vehicles, 17 field-guns with their 
crews, 9 anti-aircraft guns, over 430 
wagons, eet to four railway 
trains and destroyed about five 
battalions of enemy infantry. 

“Our units operating in one of the 
sectors of the south-western (Moscow) 
front, in the course of fierce fighting 
with the enemy, threw the Germans 
out of 24 localities, destroyed 80 enemy 
tanks, 4 armoured cars, 4 guns, and 
wiped out 2,000 officers and men.

The text of Mr. Roosevelt's state- 
ment, issued late ou Saturday night by 
Mr. Stephen Early, the President's 
Private Secretary, reads: — : 

„ Much has been accomplished in 
this week through the medium of the 
many conferences held, in meetings of 
the supply and production officials, in 
sessions held by members of the mili- 
tary and naval groups, and in dis- 
cussions with chiefs of the missions of 
all nations that are at war with the 
common enemy. 

‘‘ Included were conferences with the 
Russian and Chinese Ambassadors, the 
Canadian Prime Minister and the 
Netherlands Minister. 

“ As a result of all these meetings, 
I know to-night that the positjon of 


the United States, and of all the 
nations aligned with us, has been 
strengthened immeasurably. 


“We have advanced far along the 
road toward achievement of the 
ultimate objective, the crushing defeat 
of those forces that attacked and made 
war upon us. 

“The conferences will continue for 
an indefinite period of time. It is 
to say just now when they 
will terminate.

FIRST STAGE ENDED 

The feeling in Washington after last 
night’s statement from the White 
House summarising the work accom- 
plished since Mr. Churchill’s arrival 
is that the first stage of ‘‘preliminary 
conversations” has ended. 

To most observers it seems highly 
improbable that Mr. Churchill, who is 
to speak to the Canadian Parliament 
in Ottawa next Tuesday, has left un- 
roblems he set 
out to solve when he left London. All 
indications are that the talks have 
been as satisfactory to all concerned as 
they have been swift. 

On the question of strategy, it ‘s 
believed that what might have been 
a thorny problem — the division of 
American naval strength between the 
Atlantic and Pacific—has been settled 
to the complete satisfaction of every- 
one, This was because both patties 
refused to divert their efforts on to 
Japan despite the multiplicity of 
Japanese attacks on American terri- 
tories and communications in the 
Pacific. |

MR. CURTIN EXPLAINS 


CANBERRA, Sunday.—Commen 
on his Australia Not Go’ 
article in the Melbourne Herald, in 
in which he declared that Australia 
was looking to the United States, rather 
than to Britain, for help in resisting 
Japan, Mr. Curtin, Australian Premier, 
said that he did not mean by this any 
weakening in the inter-relationship of 
British ples. 

Mr. Curtin explained that what he 


was stressing was the inevitability of a 
geographical and military alliance be- 
tween Australia and the United States, 
but not a political fusion. His view, 


however, that Australia regards the 
Pacific struggle primarily as one in 
which the United States and Australia 
must have the fullest say in gaining 
support here. 

r. Curtin has apparently decided 
that Australia has too much to lose by 
delay in ing the Pacific menace, 
realising that with Britain's pre- 
occupation in many fields he needs a 
powerful friend near at hand.

It looks very much 
as if the lull which has marked their 
Malayan campaign during the past week 
has reached its end, and the real drive for 
Singapore is under way. What progress 
it will make is difficult to say. Renter 
reports that the lull has been of great 
benefit to the British defenders, who have 
had an invaluable opportunity to con- 
solidate their positions; but the ae 
Channel press has made no effort to 
minimise the gravity of the whole 
situation. The plight of the Philippines isi 
at least as parlous. Japanese reinforce- 
ments seem to be landing with terrifying ; 
regularity on both sides of the main 
island of Luzon, where the American 
garrison is now in a minority. The: 
American evacuation of Manila, in order 
to declare it an “open town, has not been 
accepted as sufficient by the Japanese 
leaders on the island, who declare that 
they will cease firing only after the final 
surrender of the American forces, and no 
sooner,” and habe given point to their 
threat by two air attacks upon the town. 
This week will mark the first genuine 
trial of strength between Japan and the 
democratic Powers. Britain and the 
United Stakes were caught napping by the 
Japanese a fortnight ago; to all appear- 
ances they had no expectation whatever of 
an attack, and had made few or no special 
preparations for such an emergency. They 
have had some little time in which to pull 
themselves together—although the loss of 
the Prince of Wales and the Repulse is 
bound to have made a serious difference 
to their prospects—and we can assume 
that any further gains by the Japanese 
will be achieved only at a heavy cost of 
life and material. 

At the war's outsef we commented upon 
the extreme lack of censorship which per- 
mitted the wildest rumours to circulate in, 
and to emanate from, the United States. 
Such a charge cannot be laid at 
Washington’s door now: indeed, there is 
such a scarcity of news from America that, 
so far as readers on this side of the 
Atlantic are concerned, she might be doing 
anything or nothing. It was announced 
over a week ago that the Pacific Fleet was 
in search of the enemy, but there is 
nothing so far to suggest that it has found 
him, Up to now the Japanese strategy has 
worked very well. It has contrived with 
remarkable skill to isolate all the strong 
points on whose co-operation the Anglo- 
American defence of East Asia and the 
Pacific depended, while it has deprived the 
Americans of two of their “ stepping- 
stones to the Far East, and has 
administered a severe battering to a third. 
The present. object of the Japanese is to 
overcome Singapore and the Philippines 
before British and American help can 
arrive. Nobody would be surprised if the 
next week or two brought as thorough- 
going an exemplification of. blitzkrieg 
tactics in the Far East as ever was dis- 
played by Herr Hitler's military machine 
on the continent of Europe; for the 
Japanese cannot afford to wait. Sooner or 
later the colossal resources of the United 
States must be mobilised to the full, and 
against those resources the Japanese, with 
their admittedly scanty supplies of war 
material, will have little chance; Their 
hope is to gain the dominant position 
while America still is unprepared—as, in 
the nature of things, she must be for quite 
a time yet—and it will be a conspicuously 
harder task to thrust them from that 
position than it would have been for a 
well-prepared Power to prevent them from 
attaining it. The task will be harder still 
if Herr Hitler, now in supreme command 
of the German forces, acts in co-operation 
with the Japanese: One can hazard a 
guess that the long lull in the battle of 
the Atlantic has not been entirely un- 
intentional, and that the Germans have 
been saving their submarines for such an 
intensification of it as will require the 
presence of all the British, and a great Í 
part of the American, Navy. It is too 
early, however, for prophecy. The British 
and American lack of preparation may not 
be by any means 80 dangerous as the 
Japanese successes have led most people 
to believe, and the two Allies, perhaps, 
will be the next to furnish surprises. 
After the Russian movements of the last 
few weeks, anything is possible.

chiemical genius saved Britain from a 
lack of T. N. T. in the last war.”

Arthur Balfour, moved by gratitude to 
the Jewish patriot, sponsored his cause, 
and brought about the famous declaration 
in favour of a national home for the Jews 
in the Holy Land.. The fortunes of the 
lexperiment which followed are fresh in 
ll memories, and the secure establishment 
f a Jewish State is still problematical. 

ven a free Jewish fatherland, however, 
will not satisfy all the conditions of the 
world-wide problem; for it is not likely, 
ed even practicable, that all other lands 
should be emptied of Jews. What is to 
be done with those who cannot become 
settlers in the new Jewish country? These 
Jews of the diaspora, numerous, often 
rich, and always a power, must be given 
some status which will put an end to 
friction between them and their Gentile 


neighbours. Mr. G. K. Chesterton and 
Mr. Hilaire Belloc, prolific in their 
writings on the Jews, proposed the 


erection of Jewish cantons, or extra- 
territorial enclaves, in the great cities of 
Europe and America. It is hard to see 
how this plan differs from that of the 
ghettos of Tsarist Russia and medieval 
times. Perhaps, the just and acceptable 
solution would suggest itself, once the 
nations grappled honestly with the task.

Whited Sepulchres 


A recent report in one of the Belfast 
newspapers has it that shopkeepers of all 
kinds will be requested to get rid of the 
dummy packages that continue to adorn 
their windows, although everybody is 
aware that the articles which they 
advertise have become long since un- 
obtainable. Two grounds are alleged for 
this appeal. In the first place, from a 
purely practical point of view, it would 
be a valuable help to the waste paper 
campaign if all the packages could be 
collected and sent to be pulped; in the 
second place, it would relieve the feelings 
of the disgruntled men and women in the 
street if these untimely reminders of 
happier days were removed from view. Few 
things are more tantalising than the sight 
of a shop-window full of enticing packets 
of cigarettes and appetising slabs of 
chocolate, when one knows perfectly well 
thaí a polite inquiry will elicit no more 
than an equally polite refusal, and that 
a search would reveal merely a few 
packets of cigarettes for special customers 
and a couple of bars of the more ordinary 
types of chocolate. On the other hand, if 
the shops were to remove all the dummy 
packets and advertisements from their 
windows they would be left with the 
problem of finding a suitable alternative, 
In the present hard times it is obvious 
that they cannot waste what small 
supplies they have by putting them on 
exhibition in the window; indeed, stocks’ 
rarely are in the shop long enough to 
find their way from the stockroon. into 
the window, and even if they happened 
to reach the window they hardly would 
remajn there for long. A row of empty 
windows, however, would give the streets 
& deserted air, and, worse still, would 
leave the people in doubt as to what goods 
were sold out in what shops; for at 
the present time the great majority of 
people recognise the confectioner’s shop 
from that of the tobacconist rather by the 
window display than by the notice above 
it, One way out of the difficulty would 
be the style of window-dressing which was 
advocated at the beginning of the war, 
and has been in use in some shops—that 
of the peep-show,“ which consists of a 
boarded or curtained window, with only a 
small stage in the centre open to the public 
gaze, upon which a few obtainable articles 
could be tastefully and economically

CHILD WELFARE IN 


BELFAST | 
HOW TO REDUCE INFANT 
MORTALITY 


Dr. Thomas Carnwath, in a report 
prepared at the request of the Special 
Committee of six of Belfast City 
Council suggests more Corporation 
dwellings at rents within the means 
of the working-classes, and an efficient 
ante-natal and midwifery service for 
all expectant mothers irrespective of 
means. He also suggests home help 
for mothers reluctant to go to hospital, 
with a more liberal attitude in the 
supply of special foods to expectant 
mothers. Special schools for children 
suffering from certain diseases, aid 
more attention to the problem of nutri- 
tion in schools, and greater Govern- 
ment responsibility financially for 
medical services. 

Dr. Carnwath states that in the pre- 
vention, control and treatment of the 
major epidemic diseases, Belfast has 
little to reproach itself with, but in its 

onal medical services, it falls far 
short of what might reasonably be ex- 
pected in a city of its size and im- 
portance. Referring to the infant mor- 
tality, Dr. Carnwath points out that 
forty years ago the city had a lower 
mortality than any of the large Lan- 
cashire or Yorkshire cities, but now it

Russia, for example, the position is 
now quite easy to grasp. That the 
Russians have gained quite useful suc- 
cesses is now manifest, and they would 
seem to have inflicted W heavy 
losses in the process. e re- 
occupation oí places of the importance 
of Kaluga is an unmistakable sign: 
it is an important town about mid- 
way between Tula and Viazma—quite 
a different matter from the populated 
centres occupied automatically alon 
the front as a whole. Even aroun 
Sebastopol the Germans do not seem to 
have been making much headway re- 
cently—although, it is true, the Rus- 
sians have been less active on the 
southern sector than around either 
Moscow or Leningrad. In the Far 
North, also, it would seem as if Arch- 
angel is still able to be maintained ice- 
free—a useful change from 1914-’15, 
It is easy enough now to grasp the 
deeper ramifications of the Labyan 
campaign. Indeed, it seems as if new 
and unexpected possibilities in the 
strategic sphere may be opened up as 
a direct result of it. Ever since the 
collapse of France and the participa- 
tion of Italy in the war—t.e., for a 
year and a half—the Mediterranean has 
for all practical purposes been two dis- 
tinct seas. Malta, in its isolation, could 
not possibly constitute an effective link 
between these two seas—it was too 
small and too remote from the points 
d' appui at the two outer ends, roughly 


a thousand miles. But the occupation 


of Tripolitania would make a vast al- 
teration in the status of Malta. The 
island is only 198 miles from Tripoli— 


even from Benghazi it is only 470 miles. 


Backed by an extensive mainiand, 


spaced with numerous harbours, Malta 


would then become a sort of formid- 
able spearhead pointing north. There 
would also be the significance, politi- 
cally, of bringing General de Gaulle’s 
French troops into immediate proximity 
to the Tunisian border. Territories 
under his contrel already border Libya 
on the south. 


THE FOREIGN LEGION 


At the moment, of course, the Allies 
merely occupy Cyrenaica and raid into 


Tripolitania. Pockets of resistance still 


remain behind their front here and 
there. The remaining elements of the 
German armoured forces appear to be 
endeavouri to retreat around the 
Gulf of Sidra—where the Mediter- 
ranean bites most deeply into Africa. 
We hear no more about the infantry 
components of the Afrika-Korps; very 
likely they have suffered very heavily. 
It would be quite impossible to replace 
them, because they were largely re- 
cruited from among Germans of the 
now disbanded Foreign Legion. No 
wonder they fought in Africa as to the 
manner born. 

As far as can be established, the 
Allies seem to have continued in en- 
joyment of a very substantial aerial 
N There should be no diffi- 
culty in not merely retaining this, but 
even in extending it.

It is, however, the warfare in the 
Pacific which continues to have pride 
of place in the headlines—and here, 
too, the situation has become a 
deal clearer. Or, to put it more accu- 
rately, the Japanese are clearly acting 
along the lines best calculated to meet 
their particular problems most suitably. 
They are exploiting very skilfully their 
— on interjor lines and have 
zucceeded in holding the British and 
Americans very far apart. The wedge 
between the two great naval Powers 
has been driven in much deeper. The 
base of it has been widened and 
strengthened by the practically simul- 
taneous captures of Wake and Hong- 
kong, while the point has reached 
Kuching, at the N.W. angle of Borneo. 
None of these points is likely to Be re- 
taken by the Allies within any near 
interval of time. : 

As between the Malayan and — 
pine operations, the latter is now clearly 
the major effort. Very considerable 
forces—land, sea and air—have been 
thrown into Luzon, which is by far the 
most important of the islands, The 
defence appears to have been conducted 
with very remarkable skill and tenacity ; 
but the declaring of Manila an open 
town is very like the handwriting on 
the wall. It is not possible to predict 
the future course of the Philippine 
fighting—how long the Luzon operations 
will continue, what measure of resist- 
ence will be possible in the other 
islands etc. Incidentally, the valu- 
able aid to operations generally of the 
Dutch naval and aerial forces has a 
bearing on this aspect of the situation. 
The most important thing to gain is 


time. 
MALAYA 


The Malayan operations can now be 
sized up fairly simply. They are a 
moving into ogg wage against Singapore— 
all that could be attempted until the 
Philippine situation had been liqui- 
dated, or nearly so. During the pre- 
sent war we have heard a great deal 
about so-called ‘‘ pincer movements '— ” 
some of them fantastic enough, in all 
conscience. But the movement against 
Singapore’ seems to merit the descrip- 
tion better than many another. The 
Japanese are pushing down the length 
of the Malay peninsula — apparently 
based principally on Thailand and the 
railway from Bangkok. Penang per- 
mits of isolating—in part, at least— 
Singapore via the Malacca Strait. The 
move down the eastern shore past 
Kuantan can be kept supplied locally 
by sea. The latest threat, of course, 
is the landing at Kuching, in Sarawak 
—some 420 miles due east of the great 
fortress. Still, for all their initial suc- 
cesses and unmistakable skill, the 
Japanese are spread widely—should 
their adversaries prove able to turn 
this to proper account. 

In this contest the joint conference 
of American, British and Chinese 
Generals at Chungking can certainly 
be regarded as a sign of correct think- 
ing. Marshal Chiang-kai-Shek has 
from the first shown full and sound 
appreciation of all the factors. He,
